FULLER’S EARTH PRODUCED IN 
1914. 


Shows Increase in Quantity and Value 
Over 1913 Output, According to U. 
S. Geological Survey. 


The fuller’s earth industry showed 
considerable progress in 1914, with 
an increase in both output and value, 
compared with 1913. The production 
advanced from 38,594 short tons in 
1913 to 40,981 short tons in 1914, and 
the value from $369,750 in 1913 to 
$403,646 in 1914, according to Jeffer¬ 
son Middleton of the United States 
geological survey. 

Fuller’s earth is found in sixteen 
states and was produced for market 
in 1914 in seven—Arkansas, Cali¬ 
fornia, Colorado, Florida, Georgia, 
Massachusetts and Texas. South 
Carolina dropped out in 1914 and 
Texas re-entered the list of pro¬ 
ducers, making the number of pro¬ 
ducing states the same in 1914 as in 
1913. 

Fuller’s earth is used in this coun¬ 
try principally in bleaching, clarify¬ 
ing or filtering fats, greases and oils; 
it is not now much employed for 
fulling clothing, the use from which 
it obtained its name. It is also used 
in the manufacture of pigments for 
printing wall papers, for the detection 
of certain coloring matters in some 
food products, and as a substitute for 
talcum powder. The common prac¬ 
tice with mineral oils is to dry the 
earth carefully, after which it is 
ground to suitable sizes and run into 
long cylinders, through which the 
crude mineral oils are allowed to 
percolate slowly. As a result, the oil 
that first comes out is perfectly water 
white and much thinner than that 
which follows. The oil is allowed to 
continue percolating through the 
earth until the color reaches a certain 
maximum shade. 

With the vegetable oils is process 
is radically different. The oil is 
heated in large tanks beyond the 
boiling point of water; from 5 to 10 
per cent of its weight of fuller’s earth 
is then added, and the mixture is 
vigorously stirred and then filtered off 
through bag filters. The coloring 
matter remains with the earth, the 
filtered oil being of a pale straw 
color. 

Florida is the leading state in the 
production of fuller’s earth, more 
than 75 per cent of the total quantity 
and value having been reported from 
that state in 1914. The average price 
of Florida earth was $10.07 a ton, 
compared with $9.91 a ton for all 
eastern states and $9.85 a ton for the 
whole country. 

The imports o/ fuller’s earth were 
apparently not affected by the war, 
having reached their maximum in 
both quantity and value in 1914. The 
increase was 6349 short tons, or over 
34 per cent, in quantity and $49,082, 
or over 33 per cent, in value, com¬ 
pared with 1913. The average price 
of imported earth ($7.81 a ton), was, 
however, 3 cents less than that of 
1913. 

The growth of the use of fuller’s 
earth in this country is partly shown 
by the fact that the total imports 
during the ten years 1905 to 1915 
were fifty-six times the total imports 
for the first ten years, 1867 to 1876, 
and the average price per short ton 
has decreased from $10.53 for the first 
ten-year period to $7.67 for the last 
ten-year period.

Complications arising out of the 
political scheming, the checkered love 
affair, and the contrasts afforded in 
faithful representations of types of 
city life, furnish a gripping command 
on the attention of the audience.

THE HOME OF A 

VANISHED PEOPLE 

Long before the advent of Cortez 
and other leaders of the Spanish in¬ 
vasion into Mexico, hundreds of 
years preceding the march of the 
conquerors from Spain, a prehistoric 
race of people existed and evidently 
flourished in the region of the great 
Rio Grande, now marked by the ruins 
of ancient pueblos, occasional shrines 
and idols carved in stone, somewhat 
crudely, perhaps, but indicating the 
art of a prehistoric hand, traces of 
which may give light to a past civi¬ 
lization. 

It has been estimated recently by 
archaeologists that this ancient civili¬ 
zation dates back at least 1000 years 
and possibly 2000 years. 

The origin of this prehistoric peo¬ 
ple is a mystery which has not been 
solved, but recent excavations in the 
Rio Grande area of the southwest, in 
a section characterized by examples 
of early glazed pottery, give promise 
of illuminating the concealed history 
of a past civilization—days when the 
pueblos now in ruins flourished in 
New Mexico and along the Rio; 
jGrande. 

An expedition under the leadership \ 
of Nels C. Nelson, archaeologist and 
explorer, and conducted under the 
auspices of the American Museum of 
Natural History, has returned re¬ 
cently from the arid region of the 
Rio Grande, and excavations there 
among the ruins of old pueblos have 
yielded many rare specimens, em¬ 
blems of an ancient civilization. It is 
believed that the pottery finds un¬ 
earthed by the archaeologist will 
prove a key to the development of 
this early civilization, at present en¬ 
shrouded in msytery. 

Modern ('lift’ Dwellers. 

Within the area wiiere the work of 
the expedition was conducted by the 
archaeologist no fewer than 150 ruins 
exist, many of which range in size 
from 100 to 4000 rooms. In addition 
to these ruins the archaeologist found 
many dwelling places hollowed out 
in the cliff walls, dwelling places 
which date back possibly 2000 
years. In one of these hollowed 
dwelling places Mr. and Mrs. Nelson 
established their headquarters. They 
became cliff dwellers of the twen¬ 
tieth century while delving into the 
history of the past. 

The mesas there rise to a height 
over the flat desert country, where 
the ruins of pueblos bear traces of 
the early civilization, the bowlders 
carved with prehistoric pictographs, 
crude drawings, representing various 
animals—the deer, horse, the thunder 
bird—and occasionally a human be¬ 
ing. The plumed or horned serpent 
often appears in these ancient picto¬ 
graphs, probably a symbolical design. 
The coyote, the bear and hunters 
equipped with shields, bows and 
arrows are also revealed in these fan¬ 
tastic pictographs. 

Pottery in the Hnins. 

While excavating among the ruins 
of an ancient pueblo, about thirty 
miles or more southwest of Santa Fe, 
Mr. Nelson found in a refuse heap 
layers of different examples of pot¬ 
tery. At the base of this heap he 
found examples of painted ware. In 
the layer above different types of 
glazed ware were disclosed, and in 
the last layer of this pottery the 
pieces found corresponded with the 
period of the Spanish occupation. 
I From about 1680 to the present 
time—the. modern period—no glazed 
ware existed, only painted examples 
of the potter’s art. Archaeologically 
the old heap of ruins has yielded 
the most important discovery of the 
museum’s expedition. 

It is now possible since Mr. Nel¬ 
son’s discovery of these various types 


of pottery, some of which are pre¬ 
historic, to classify these ancient 
pueblos in New Mexico into three or 
four different chronological groups. 
Thus this old pottery, which dates 
back 1000 or 2000 years, may lead to 
the unraveling of prehistoric times. 
It may prove the key to the mysteri¬ 
ous prehistoric period. Something 
may be learned by the archaeologists 
about the migration of these people, 
and ideas can be formulated as to the 
direction from which their migration 
took place. Later investigations will 
show, it is hoped, the origin of these 
prehistoric people ultimately. 

Prospecting upon the top of a high 
mesa one day, where the vast coun¬ 
try was visible in the clear atmos¬ 
phere of New Mexico for miles and 
miles around, Mr. Nelson happened 
to discover a stone lion, which was 
lying in the middle of circular ruins 
of stone structure. It was not far 
from Cochiti and close to the Rio 
Grande. The lion was about five feet 
long and carved out of volcanic tufa, 
a unique type of early sculpture. 
Several stone idols were found by 
the archaeologist, one with a melan¬ 
choly face, in relief, and another at 
San Lazaro, grotesque in expression. 

Spur of Mesa Fortified. 

Mr. Nelson explored the spur of a 
mesa at Potrero Viejo. Evidently 
the early dwellers there fortified the 
place against the attack of the enemy. 
The mesa itself constituted a natural 
fortification and it was difficult to 
climb it from the region below. 

Built into the top of the mesa were 
the artificial walls, a safeguard 
planned by the people who once lived 
on the heights. For ammunition 
huge bowlders were carried by the 
mesa dwellers from the creek below 
to the fortification. This type of 
primitive ammunition is found,” says 
Mr. Nelson, “in several other mesas 

of New Mexico.” 

♦ 

The ancient dwellers of the region 
recently explored by the museum’s 
expedition constructed numerous 
reservoirs to preserve the rain water 
and to guard against periods of 
drought. Twenty of these early 
reservoirs were found in the region 
between Pacos and the Rio Grande 
river, south of Santa Fe. 

Apparently every one of these an¬ 
cient pueblos or villages conserved 
its water supply, judging from evi¬ 
dences existing to-day. At one place 
there was found the ruins of an old 
dam some three hundred feet in 
length. It probably conserved a 
considerable body of water ages ago, 
as a supply for the ancient race once 
living there. Much of the pottery 
unearthed by the archaeologist is 
fragmentary, and it will prove quite 
a task to piece some of the fragments 
together. One example in particular 
is a rare old Tanos bowl, which dates 
back hundreds of years, and, not¬ 
withstanding the flight of time, this 
piece is in an excellent state of pres¬ 
ervation. It is highly prized by the 
collector. 

Altogether, Mr. Nelson secured 
more than seven hundred archaeolog¬ 
ical specimens on his expedition to 
New Mexico for the museum. 

Among the objects reclaimed from 
the ruins of the ancient pueblos were 
primitive stone axes, stones for pol¬ 
ishing and smoothing the floors of 
early apartment houses, knives, 
stone hammers, bone flutes, whistles, 
brads and awls for sewing moccasins 
and many other crude implements 
formerly used by the communal 
dwellers of New Mexico.
